G.S.R. 35 (E). The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), 
and after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Standards, is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 23 of the said Act for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that 
the Said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after 
the expiry of a period of ninety days from the date on which the 


copies of the Gazette of India in which this notification is 
published are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the expiry 
of the period so specified, will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 

(a) In rule 29, in clause (e), for the words, “Paper, sago or 
plain Dal Biji” the words “Papad (Sago or plain Dal 
Biji)” shall be substituted. 

(b) in rule 42, (i) in sub-rule (B), (1) in clause (i), in sub¬ 
clauses (a), (b) and (e) in the declarations thereunder 
for the words “litres of milk” the words “litres of toned 
milk” shall, respectively be substituted. 

(2) In clause (ii), the words, bracket* and figures “For the 
purpose of deciding the equivalent of litres of milk or skimmed 
milk under these rules, ‘milk’ means milk which contains not 
less than 12.6 per cent of total milk solids (including not less
